Tile press aide said Johnson 
has been having pains in his 
right side — near the incision 
through which surgeons a week 
ago today removed his gall blad­ 
der and a kidney stone. 
For the past flay or so, the 
White House has been empha­ 
sizing that Johnson is very tired 
and quite weak. 
Once, again, no official visi­ 
to rs were expected during the 
day.

broad, new higher education 
program that would establish a 
national teacher corps and help 
poor and middle income stu­ 
dents attend college. 
The House and the Senate will 
have to pass on their conferees' 
com prom ise before it can be 
sent to President Johnson to 
sign into law. 
At least one fight is in pros­ 
pect. House Republicans object­ 
ed in conference to the teacher 
corps and said they will try to 
have 
the provision removed 
from Hie bill on the House floor. 


The 
Senate 
approved 
the 
teacher corps, the House never 
voted on the proposal. While the 
conferees were w restling with 
the bill Thursday. Johnson re ­ 
portedly called from Bethesda 
naval hospital to say he wanted 
the teacher corps included. 
The compromise bill is more 
than three tim es as generous as 
Johnson's narrow er, original 
request. Where he asked for a 
$250-million program , the con­ 
fe re e s' plan would cost $841- 
million a year. 
The national teacher corps 
would work with local school 
d istricts in improving teaching 
services in low income a re a s . 


For the firs t ti me, the federal 
government would give scholar­ 
ships 
to 
undergraduate stu­ 
dents. And for tile first tim e, 
middle incom e fam ilies would 
get federal help in combatting 
steadily risin g college costs. 
The scholarships, called ed­ 
ucational 
opportunity grants, 
would go to students selected by 
the colleges and only after the 
students 
dem onstrated need. 
They would be worth $200 to $1,. 
OOO a year and would have to be 
matched by som e other form of 
student aid, such as a loan or a 
work program . 
Tile m iddle income loan pro­ 
gram involves federal guaran­ 


tee of loans to students by p ri­ 
vate institutions. 
Students from fiirnilies with 
incom es below $15,000 a year 
would jjay no interest while they 
w ere in college, only 3 per cent 
afterw ard and wouldn't have to 
begin 
repayment 
until nine 
months after graduation. 
Tile same would apply to stu­ 
dents from families with in­ 
com es atiove $15,000, except 
that they would pay a m axi­ 
mum of 6 per cent interest. 
Students

Dwight D. Eisenhower has turned 75 and he is 
in the pink of health. 
He is crisp voiced, apple cheeked and stands 
straight as a ramrod. 
Since the death of Herbert Hoover, he is the 
only living Republican former President, At 
times it would appear that he is 
only 
living Republican. But of course, there is Barry 
Coldwater and Richard Nixon. 
Missouri is the domicile of the other living 
former President--Harry S. Truman of Indepen­ 
dence. 
Ike holds a number of firsts. He was the first 
President born in Texas—a fact that may have 
become obscured in these Great Society days 
of another Texan, President Lyndon B. Johnson. 
He was the 14th elected from a state—New 
York—not his native state. He became the first 
President of 49 states and subsequently 50 
states. 
President Eisenhower was the first chief 
executive ever to become baptised, and con­ 
firmed and welcomed into a communicant mem­ 
bership in a church --th e National Presbyterian 
church in Washington — subsequent to his 
inauguartion. 
He became the first presidential nominee— 
in 1956—known to have suffered a heart at­ 
tack. In that year he won the greatest popular 
vote in history—35,581,003—which was topped 
eight years later by that other Texan—43,- 
121,085 votes. 
Eisenhower won two presidential elections not 
because he was a Republican but in spite of it 
and because he was a popular general. 
While he won fame as a soldier and has made 
his military career pay by writing about it. 
he was voted “the most outstanding personality 
in. . .1950-59 anywhere in the world” by a 
Gallup poll of l l free world nations. 
His first term was not a comparatively eventful 
one but the United States has never been the 
same since the Russians sent the first satellite, 
Sputnik, soaring into space during his second 
administration. 
Eisenhower has had his troubles. He survived 
the handicap of a Sherman Adams* tailored 
White House operation and did better without 
him. But he failed to administer a federal 
government meeting his own description of as 
“ clean as a hound’s tooth” because of the 
presence of a vicuna coat as a token of conflict 
of interest. 
Only history will give a true evaluation but 
the people are united in wishing the old soldier 
now good health and contentment.

In the 1920’s, when the first 
attempts at uniform signing were being made, 
practically everyone wanted stop signs to be 
red. 
The trouble, though, was that the red paints 
of that time weren*t as good and as durable 
as the yellow paints were. California, however, 
has always had red stop signs, despite this 
early-days problem, because a porcelain enamel 
sign was used in that state. Now there are all 
sorts of materials from which red stop signs 
can be made, but old ideas — and yellow 
stop signs—die hard. 
Another oddity in sign history was the original 
size specification agreed on, again back in the 
*20s. It w^s agreed at that time that all signs 
were to be no more than two feet square, or 
more than two feet in any direction. The reason 
was that a leading Midwest sign-maker couldn’t 
handle anything larger than this on his presses. 
Stop signs in this country have been octagonal 
all along, although there was a time when a 
horizontal semaphore shape was seriously con­ 
sidered and was suggested by one group. 
In the early days of American highway signs, 
highway engineers spent quite a bit of time 
discussing whether to show on signs which way 
the road curved. Their theory was that a 
driver might keep going full speed if he knew 
it was a right-hand curve, for example; if 
he didn’t know which way it went, he’d slow 
town. 
It was in 1929 that the first suggestion was 
made to use the European system of symbols, 
instead of words. Color codes for signs and 
reflectivity in signs date from the same period. 
Two of the most recent signs to be adopted 
are the “ Yield” sign, in use since the late 
*40s, and the green directional signs, stand­ 
ardized in 1958.

NUERNBERG, G e r m a n y 
(AP) — The ancient art of flea 
training is dying out, reports 
one of the last flea circus direc­ 
tors of West Germany* Peter 
Mathes of Nuernberg. 
One of the reasons for this is 
the personal freshness of mod­ 
ern man, he claim s. 
Mathes, part-time ringm aster 
of a miniscule circus but usually 
a mechanic, complains, in com­ 
mon with most West German 
employers, of an acute staff 
shortage. 
"The personnel shortage is 
one of my biggest problems,” 
he says. 
"Modem living conditions and 
especially 
sleeping A cuities 
are simply unbearable 
for 
fleas. 
"You just cannot get fleas 
from private people any more 
— 
only from scientific insti­ 
tu tes." 
The art of training fleas is at 
least 500 years old according to 
Mathes, who says a medieval 
English monk was burned at the 
stake because he knew how to 
tame fleas, an art then consid­ 
ered witchcraft. 
But, because of the flea short­ 
age, the day of the flea circus is 


nearly over, he says, adding 
that besides his there are only 
two others operating in West 
Germany. 
Mathes inherited the secrets 
of flea-training from his uncle 
Roloff Otto wa, who took his 
troupe all over the world. His 
uncle even presented shows to 
Queen Victoria of England, Kai­ 
ser Josef of Austria and Pope 
Leo XIII, Mathes says. 
On engaging a couple of dozen 
artists from a scientific insti­ 
tute that breeds fleas he puts 
a minute thread around the neck 
of each one, to prevent them 
from escaping. 
Mathes trains his menagerie 
to perform great feats. 
Some can drag objects up to 
300 grams in weight, draw tiny 
brass coaches and turn a car­ 
ousel, while others juggle a lit­ 
tle ball, which they can throw a 
distance of about 8 inches. 
Mathes says that one of the 
most important tricks of the 
flea circus trade is proper feed­ 
ing of the fleas who give their 
best performance when supplied 
three tim es a day with fresh 
human blood.

To Infiltrate Big Plants. 
Atlanta: — Imperial 
Wizard 
^ Robert Shelton, whose night- 
riding sorties 
and speeches 
are more lurid than his purple 
robes, has a dream and a night­ 
m are. 
In the miasma of his visions 
he sees tens of thousands 
of 
Klans men openly united in 
the 
big cities and industrial centers 
of the south, giving the Ku Klux 
Klan a "respectability” 
and 
lucrative income it never can 
get from the ignorant, the unin­ 
hibited, the Isolated wool hats, 
red necks and hillbillies of the 
rural communities. 
If he 
survives the coming 
public hearings up Washington 
way, Shelton, a former rubber 
factory hand whose original col­ 
leagues came out of the 
big 
auto plants, will attempt 
to 
organize the KKK in the new 
industrial centers of the south. 
One of his prime targets will 
be the huge auto manufacturing 
installations in and around this 
city, where the Klansmen more 
than once have tried to pull a 
white hood over the gray dome 
of the capitol. 
His nightmare springs from 
the certain knowledge that the 
Federal 
Bureau of Investiga­ 
tion has infiltrated every Klan 
Klavern in the land. He knows 
the FBI has every Wizard, every 
Dragon, 
every 
IG eagle 
(organizer), every meeting un­ 
der intense supervision. He is 
aware that virtually all Klan 
talks, conspiracies, meetings 
and demonstrations have been 
recorded on film and tape. 
There no lpnger is any guess­ 
work in reporting KKK activity. 
A short set of statistics reveals 
that the overwhelming majority 
of the south has rejected Klan 
blandishments, spurned 
its 
propaganda and turned against 
the 
cross - burning, 
anti- 
Semitic, anti-Negro hoods. 
The Washington hearings will 
reveal that there 
now 
are 
5,000 organized Klansmen be­ 
low the Mason-Dtxon line. 
At most they have 15 KKK net­ 
works, though some reports put 
the total at 12. 
These figures, however, 
do 
prove 
that 
even mlnuscular 
muscle when whipped into cells, 
action squads, armed bands and 
cross-burning cadres can sear 
the fabric of American life and 
conduct 
frightening guerrilla 
warfare against freedom 's tra­ 
ditions. 
More vital than the statistics 
is the noise the KKK can make. 
Authentic records, buttressed 
by this reporter's 
findings 
in frequent southern trips, dis­ 
close that there have been at 
least 38 sizable Klan rallies 
in the past 75 days. Some have 
attracted as many as 2,000 per* 


-sons. Others have drawn hun­ 
dreds to watch 150 hooded men 
drill and demonstrate silently 
during the night. 
Not all the horror hoedowns 
have been held in the south.Let 
no one believe crosses have not 
been 
burned 
or rallies held 
in 
the industrialized north. 
There 
have been membership 
drives, meetings and burnings 
in one state or another ranging 
as far north as Wisconsin, as 
deep 
into the 
factory 
belt 
as Ohio and as 
far 
up along 
the Atlantic Coast as Delaware. 
Shelton and such Kleagles as 
Calvin Craig, the crane opera­ 
tor who is Grand Dragon of the 
Georgia Ku Klux Klan, know 
their KKK outfits will be washed 
up after the House investigating 
committee finishes with them. 
Though the committee has had 
but two men actually operating 
in the south, the Congressional 
group has on hand the reports 
from hundreds of FBI men (70 
in Mississippi a1 one) and scores 
of informers who infiltrated 
right into the cadre level. 
So the Wizards and Dragons 
are seeking a new operational 
base. This search, it is known, 
will lead them to the big cities 
such as this one. They 
are 
aware that hundreds of auto 
workers at the big plants here 
are opposed to integration. 
Tney know that members of 
one union at a southern elec­ 
tronic plant actually contributed 
to the defense of a man charged 
with murder. 


They have a list of unions in 
which the rank and file 
have 
broken with their national of­ 
ficials on the civil rights issue. 
These are the men who will 
be sought out in the next year 
as the Sheltons attempt to shift 
their memberships 
from the 
rurals to the workers 
and 
businessmen of the big 
com­ 
munities. 


If the Wizards can attract 
enough for an operating base 
they’ll go after northern work­ 
ers.

More Than 20 Inches

QUESTION: Could you give a 
brief preliminary statement of 
your contact with the worker 
problem, and of your own point 
of view in the matter of labor 
unions? 
My filii time 
worker 
ex* 
perience began at tile age of 16 
with employment that eventually 
extended to coal mining, grain, 
lum ber, and railroading. When 
I entered the seminary it was 
with the intention of preparing 
myself for a career of aid to 
the worker to make an honest 
living. For thirty years I have 
dealt with the worker problem 
on the university level. I know 
that before labor unions were 
strong enough to defend 
the 
rights of labor, the worker was 
much exploited. I know, too, 
that 
when 
sympathetic 
cit!- 
zeus tried by law to improve 
the workers* condition, 
the 
laissez 
faire 
philosophers 
warned them that: “ The end 
result of all social legislation 
is to fill the world with fools/* 
The wealthy were in power in 
business, 
education, and gov­ 
ernment. And as Lord Acton has 
said, “ Power tends to corrupt; 
and absolute power corrupt: 
absolutely.** But in 
our own 
day, labor has grown to power. 
It has become able to meet 
the employer on terms 
of 
complete equality, to put 
it 
mildly. And organized labor has 
itself shown that “ Power tends 
to corrupt.** Labor 
unions 
came into existence for the 
welfare of the worker. But to­ 
day the worker is often treated 
as though he — and even 
the 
general public — existed for the 
welfare of the union. 
QUESTION: 
Perhaps as a 
consequence of labor 
union 
partisanship on the part of the 
clerics and editors you spoke 
of, there seems to be agrowing 
tendency among the mass of 
•Catholics to differ sharply on 
the union question. The dif­ 
ference seems sharpest in the 
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matter of compulsory unionism 
vs. the right to work principle 
that you have already men­ 
tioned. How would you size up 
the situation? 
There 
is 
that 
growing 
tension among Catholics and 
it culminates in the right to 
work issue, that “Americans 
must have the right but not 
be compelled to Join 
labor 
unions.** When unions attempt 
to 
force 
membership, 
the 
m erits of those unions 
are 
of central importance. 
An 
Individual may be allowed con­ 
siderable leeway when he goes 
about his own business.

when he attempts to force him­ 
self upon others, then his con­ 
duct becomes a matter of com­ 
munity concern.

broad, new higher education 
program that would establish a 
national teacher corps and help 
poor and middle income stu­ 
dents attend college. 
The House and the Senate will 
have to pass on their conferees’ 
compromise before it can be 
sent to President Johnson to 
sign into law. 
At least one fight is in pros­ 
pect. House Republicans object­ 
ed in conference to the teacher 
corps and said they will try to 
have 
the provision removed 
from the bill on the House floor. 


The 
Senate 
approved 
the 
teacher corps, the House never 
voted on the proposal. While the 
conferees were wrestling with 
the bill Thursday. Johnson re­ 
portedly called from ^ethesda 
naval hospital to say he wanted 
the teacher corps included. 
The compromise bill is more 
than three times as generous as 
Johnson’s narrower, original 
request. Where he asked for a 
$250-million program, the con­ 
ferees* plan would cost $841- 
million a year. 
The national teacher corps 
would work with local school 
districts in improving teaching 
services in low income areas. 


For the first time, the federal 
government would give scholar­ 
ships 
to undergraduate stu­ 
dents. And for the first time, 
middle income families would 
get federal help in combatting 
steadily rising college costs. 
The scholarships, called ed­ 
ucational 
opportunity grants, 
would go to students selected by 
the colleges and only after the 
students 
demonstrated need. 
They would be worth $200 to $1,. 
000 a year and would have to be 
matched by some other form of 
student aid, such as a loan or a 
work program. 
The middle income loan pro­ 
gram involves federal guaran­ 


tee of loans to students by pri­ 
vate institutions. 
Students from families with 
incomes below $15,000 a year 
would pay no interest while they 
were in college, only 3 percent 
afterward and wouldn’t have to 
begin 
repayment 
until nine 
months after graduation. 
The same would apply to stu­ 
dents from families with in­ 
comes above $15,000, except 
that they would pay a maxi­ 
mum of 6 per cent interest.

Dwight D. Eisenhower has turned 75 and he is 
in the pink of health. 
He is crisp voiced, apple cheeked and stands 
straight as a ramrod. 
Since the death of Herbert Hoover, he is the 
only living Republican former President. At 
times it would appear that he is tl;e only 
living Republican. But of course, there is Barry 
Goldwater and Richard Nixon. 
Missouri is the domicile of the other living 
former President--Harry S. Truman of Indepen­ 
dence. 
Ike holds a number of firsts. He was the first 
President born in Texas—a fact that may have 
become obscured in these Great Society days 
of another Texan, President Lyndon B. Johnson. 
He was the 14th elected from a state—New 
York—not his native state. He became the first 
President of 49 states and subsequently 50 
states. 
President Eisenhower was the first chief 
executive ever to become baptised, and con­ 
firmed and welcomed into a communicant mem­ 
bership in a church — the National Presbyterian 
church in Washington — subsequent to his 
inauguartion. 
He became the first presidential nominee— 
in 1956—known to have suffered a heart at­ 
tack. In that year he won the greatest popular 
vote in history—35,581,003—which was topped 
eight years later by that other Texan—43,- 
121,085 votes. 
Eisenhower won two presidential elections not 
because he was a Republican but in spite of it 
and because he was a popular general. 
While he won fame as a soldier and has made 
his m ilitary career pay by writing about it. 
he was voted “ the most outstanding personality 
in. . .1950-59 anywhere in the world” by a 
Gallup poll of 11 free world nations. 
His first term was not a comparatively eventful 
one but the United States has never been the 
same since the Russians sent the first satellite, 
Sputnik, soaring into space during his second 
administration. 
Eisenhower has had his troubles. He survived 
the handicap of a Sherman Adams* tailored 
White House operation and did better without 
him. But he failed to administer a federal 
government meeting his own description of as 
“ clean as a hound* s tooth** because of the 
presence of a vicuna coat as a token of conflict 
of interest. 
Only history will give a true evaluation but 
the people are united in wishing the old soldier 
now good health and contentment.

In the 1920*s, when the first 
attempts at uniform signing were being made, 
practically everyone wanted stop signs to be 
red. 
The trouble, though, was that the red paints 
of that time weren’t as good and as durable 
as the yellow paints were. California, however, 
has always had red stop signs, despite this 
* early-days problem, because a porcelain enamel 
sign was used in that state. Now there are all 
sorts of materials from which red stop signs 
can be made, but old ideas — and yellow 
stop signs—die hard. 
Another oddity in sign history was the original 
size specification agreed on, again back in the 
*20s. It w^s agreed at that time that all signs 
were to be no more than two feet square, or 
more than two feet in any direction. The reason 
was that a leading Midwest sign-maker couldn’t 
handle anything larger than this on his presses. 
Stop signs in this country have been octagonal 
all along, although there was a time when a 
horizontal semaphore shape was seriously con­ 
sidered and was suggested by one group. 
In the early days of American highway signs, 
highway engineers spent quite a bit of time 
discussing whether to show on signs which way 
the road curved. Their theory was that a 
driver might keep going full speed if he knew 
it was a right-hand curve, for example; if 
he didn’t know which way it went, he*d slow 
town. 
It was in 1929 that the first suggestion was 
made to use the European system of symbols, 
instead of words. Color codes for signs and 
reflectivity in signs date from the same period. 
Two of the most recent signs to be adopted 
are the “ Yield” sign, in use since the late 
*40s, and the green directional signs, stand­ 
ardized in 1958.

By TERENCE ANDREW 
NUERNBERG, G e r m a n y 
(AP) — Hie ancient art of flea 
training is dying out, reports 
one of the last flea circus direc­ 
tors of West Germany* Peter 
Mathes of Nuernberg. 
One of the reasons for this Is 
the personal freshness of mod­ 
ern man, he claims. 
Mathes, part-time ringmaster 
of a miniscule circus but usually 
a mechanic, complains, in com­ 
mon with most West German 
employers, of an acute staff 
shortage. 
” The personnel shortage is 
one of my biggest problems,” 
he says. 
“ Modern living conditions and 
especially sleeping focllities 
are simply unbearable 
lor 
fleas. 
“You Just cannot get fleas 
from private people any more 
— only from scientific insti­ 
tutes.” 
The art of training fleas is at 
least 500 years old according to 
Mathes, who says a medieval 
English monk was burned at the 
stake because he knew how to 
tame fleas, an art then consid­ 
ered witchcraft.

Old age comes to trees, as 
to all living organisms. Each 
tree has its life span. Gray 
birch is old at 40. The sugar 
maple lives long, occasionally 
. to 500 years. Some oaks may 
live 1500 years, junipers 2000 
years. 
A few of the giant 
Sequoias are believed to be 
around 4000 years old. 
Old trees are like old peo­ 
ple — the infirmities of age 
are upon them. They have dif­ 
ficulty with respiration (its rate 
in old plants is much lower 
than in young plants). The an­ 
nual shoots are not so vigorous 
as they once were. Fewer wood 
cells are formed, annual rings 
become narrower, and as the 
rate of growth decreases, dead 
branches appear in increasing 
numbers. 
In old trees the recuperative 
capacity is impaired. Wounds 
do not heal so easily as be­ 
fore. The leaves become small­ 
er; their moisture content de­ 
creases; the tree finds it more 
and more difficult to provide 
water for its life functions; the 
inflow of food lags, and life 
activities in general are slowed 
down or impaired. 
But no tree has yet died of 
old age. Death usually is read­ 
ily traceable to such things as 
drought, insects, fungi, mal­ 
nutrition, destructive winds, or 
perhaps a crushing burden of 
sleet. 
Some of these causes are 
beyond human control. 
But 
the lives of trees can usuall: 
be indefinitely prolonged 
b} 
providing intelligent care.

lucrative income it never can 
get from the Ignorant, the unin­ 
hibited, the Isolated wool hats, 
red necks and hillbillies of the 
rural communities. 
If he 
survives the coming 
public hearings up Washington 
way, Shelton, a former rubber 
foctory hand whose original col­ 
leagues came out of the big 
auto plants, will attempt 
to 
organize the KKK in the new 
industrial centers of the south. 
One of his prime targets will 
be the huge auto manufacturing 
installations in and around this 
city, where the Klansmen more 
than once have tried to pull a 
white hood over the gray dome 
of the capitol. 
His nightmare springs from 
the certain knowledge that the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga. 
tion has infiltrated every Klan 
Klavern in the land. He knows 
the FBI has every Wizard, every 
Dragon, 
every 
Kleagle 
(organizer), every meeting un­ 
der intense supervision. He is 
aware that virtually all Klan 
talks, conspiracies, meetings 
and demonstrations have been 
recorded on film and tape. 
There no lpnger is any guess­ 
work in reporting KKK activity. 
A short set of statistics reveals 
that the overwhelming majority 
of the south has rejected Klan 
blandishments, spurned 
its 
propaganda and turned against 
the 
cross • burning, anti- 
Semitic, anti-Negro hoods. 
The Washington hearings will 
reveal that there 
now 
are 
5,000 organized Klansmen be­ 
low the Mason-Dixon line. 
At most they have 15 KKK net­ 
works, though some reports put 
the total at 12. 
These figures, however, do 
prove that 
even minuscular 
muscle when whipped into cells, 
action squads, armed bands and 
cross-burning cadres can sear 
the fobric of American life and 
conduct frightening guerrilla 
warfare against freedom's tra­ 
ditions. 
More vital than the statistics 
is the noise the KKK can make. 
Authentic records, buttressed 
by this reporter's 
findings 
in frequent southern trips, dis­ 
close that there have been at 
least 38 sizable Klan rallies 
in the past 75 days. Some have 
attracted as many as 2,000 per­ 


sons. Others have drawn hun­ 
dreds to watch 150 hooded men 
drill and demonstrate silently 
during the night. 
Not all the horror hoedowns 
have been held in the south.Let 
no one believe crosses have not 
been 
burned or rallies held 
in 
the industrialized north. 
There have been membership 
drives, meetings and burnings 
in one state or another ranging 
as for north as Wisconsin, as 
deep 
into the 
foctory belt 
as Ohio and as for up along 
the Atlantic Coast as Delaware. 
Shelton and such K1 eagles as 
Calvin Craig, the crane opera­ 
tor who is Grand Dragon of the 
Georgia Ku Klux Klan, know 
their KKK outfits will be washed 
up after the House investigating 
committee finishes with them. 
Though the committee has had 
but two men actually operating 
in the south, the Congressional 
group has on hand the reports 
from hundreds of FBI men (70 
in Mississippi alone) and scores 
of informers who infiltrated 
right into the cadre level. 
So the Wizards and Dragons 
are seeking a new operational 
base. This search, it is known, 
will lead them to the big cities 
such as this one. Hiey 
are 
aware that hundreds of auto 
workers at the big plants here 
are opposed to integration. 
Tney know that members of 
one union at a southern elec­ 
tronic plant actually contributed 
to the defense of a man charged 
with murder. 


They have a list of unions in 
which the rank and file have 
broken with their national of­ 
ficials on the civil rights issue. 
These are the men who will 
be sought out in the next year 
as the Sheltons attempt to shift 
their memberships from the 
rurals to the workers 
and 
businessmen of the big com­ 
munities. 


If the Wizards can attract 
enough for an operating base 
they’ll go after northern work­ 
ers. Their special target areas 
will be Pennsylvania, Ohio, In­ 
diana and Michigan. Also the 
industrial areas of Kentucky 
and Virginia. 
It is the hope of the investi­ 
gators that the garish revela­ 
tions 
during 
the 
public 
hearings will so disgust even 
the susceptible that the KKK 
will vanish as once it did when 
it went in for picnics and fish 
frys. 
It is the hope of the investi­ 
gators that the hearings will 
forever 
dim 
the glare of 
the burning cross, the moon's 
glint on the white hoods, 
the 
screeching 
roar 
of Klans- 
men's getaway cars. 
And wipe out the Ku Klux 
Klan, once and for all.

Although he lost his first start 
in the second Series game,San­ 
dy allowed only one earned run 
in 24 innings in three starts. His 
final strikeout total of 29 was 
only two short of the Series 
record of 31 set by Bob Gibson 
of the St. Louis Cardinals last 
year. 
With all due respect to Don 
Drysdale, the 23-game winner 
who won the fourth game, Kouf­ 
ax' performance in coming back 
with only two days of rest, 
made him the Dodgers* No. 1 
hero. 
Jim Grant, who beat Drysdale 
in the opener and also came 
back with two days rest to whip 
Claude Osteen in the sixth 
game, rates high on the Twins' 
totem pole. 
In the final essence, it was 
Dodger pitching with three shut­ 
outs and the ability of Los An­ 
geles' supposedly weak hitters 
to all but match the Twins in 
home run power that swung the 
balance to the Dodgers.

QUESTION: Could you give a 
brief preliminary statement of 
your contact with the worker 
problem, and of your own point 
of view in the matter of labor 
unions? 
My full time 
worker 
ex* 
perience began at the age of 16 
with employment that eventually 
extended to coal mining, grain, 
lumber, and railroading. When 
I entered the seminary It was 
with the intention of preparing 
myself for a career of aid to 
the worker to make an honest 
living. For thirty years I have 
dealt with the worker problem 
on the university level. I know 
that before labor unions were 
strong enough to defend 
the 
rights of labor, the worker was 
much exploited. I know, too, 
that when 
sympathetic 
citi­ 
zens tried by law to improve 
the workers* condition, 
the 
laissez 
faire 
philosophers 
warned them that: “ The end 
result of all social legislation 
is to fill the world with fools.** 
The wealthy were in power In 
business, 
education, and gov­ 
ernment. And as Lord Acton has 
said, “ Power tends to corrupt: 
and absolute power corrupt: 
absolutely.** But in 
our own 
day, labor has grown to power. 
It has become able to meet 
the employer on term s 
of 
complete equality, to put 
it 
mildly. And organized labor has 
itself shown that “ Power tends 
to corrupt.** Labor 
unions 
came into existence for the 
welfare of the worker. But to­ 
day the worker is often treated 
as though he - and even 
the 
general public - existed for the 
welfare of the union. 
QUESTION: 
Perhaps 
as a 
consequence of labor 
union 
partisanship on the part of the 
clerics and editors you spoke 
of, there seems to be a growing 
tendency among the mass of 
'Catholics to differ sharply on 
the union question. The dif­ 
ference seems sharpest in the 
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matter of compulsory unionism 
vs. the right to work principle 
that you have already men­ 
tioned. How would you size up 
the situation? 
There 
is 
that 
growing 
tension among Catholics and 
it culminates In the right to 
work issue, that “Americans 
must have the right but not 
be compelled to join 
labor 
unions.** When unions attempt 
to 
force 
membership, the 
m erits of those unions 
are 
of central importance. 
An 
Individual may be allowed con* 
siderable leeway when he goes 
about his own business. 
But 
when he attempts to force him­ 
self upon others, then his con­ 
duct becomes a matter of com­ 
munity concern.

Smallpox — A 
vaccination 
manifested by a recognizable 
scar or a statement from a 
licensed physician that three 
vaccination attempts failed to 
produce a take. 
Students who do not meet the 
requirements may take advant­ 
age of this clinic. 


POMPANO 
BEACH, 
Fla. 
(A P) — Jittery residents inched 
their doors open today to find 
flooded 
streets, 
s e a w a l l s 
washed away and cars stalled 
in three feet of water. 
The area had its greatest 
rainfall in living memory. 
It was still raining after more 
than 20 inches of rain fell on 
Pompano Beach in 13 hours 
Thursday. 
Police told residents of the 
Pompano Beach-Fort Lauder­ 
dale area: “ If you don’t have to 
go out, stay home.** 
The rain dumped more water 
on Pompano Beach than any 
hurricane has in 18 years. The 
city declared a state of emer­ 
gency as police in nearby Fort 
Lauderdale took nearly 3,000 
calls from motorists seeking 
help with sblled cars. 
The rain flooded septic tanks 
and health authorities warned 
parents not to let their children 
play in the flood water. 
A woman walking her dog 
was killed by a hit-and-run driv­ 
er, who police said may not 
4iave seen her in the driving 
rain. 
Officers barricaded streets 
that they thought might cave in. 
Part of one street was washed 
into the Wahoo Canal. 
At one spot, seawalls 
col­ 


lapsed from 
the weight 
of 
water behind them — not the 
waves breaking in front. 
The rest of south Florida was 
also lashed by hours of heavy 
rain. Up to 10 Inches was re­ 
ported in Miami. Tie Weather 
Bureau didn’t foresee an early 
letup. 
On the Florida West Coast, 
the St. Petersburg Independent, 
which has a standing offer to 
give away its paper if the sun 
doesn’t shine, made good on the 
offer for the first time since 
Feb. 4, 1964. 
Elsewhere, 
thunderstorms, 
hailstorm s and showers were 
common in the Great Plains, 
Midwest, Southwest and West 
Coast. 
Heavy downpours late Thurs­ 
day in central Missouri brought 
a threat of flash flooding. Wind­ 
sor, some 70 miles southeast o. 
Kansas City, absorbed almost 
four inches of rain. Two inches 
fell in several other spots in 
Missouri. 
The Kansas City area was 
bombarded with three-quarter- 
inch hail Thursday afternoon. 
Marquette, Mich., absorbed .75 
inch of rain in the six afternoon 
hours. There was rain as far 
south as normally parched New 
Mexico. 
In the West and Northwest, a 


cold front spreading south and 
east snapped a dry spell in Ore­ 
gon and dampened Washington, 
California, Idaho, Montana and 
Nevada with rain. 
A fall of one inch put water in 
the Brookings, Ore., reservoir 
for the first time since the 
water system broke dow Sun­ 
day. Lack of water in the town of 
3,000 on the southern Oregon 
Coast has caused businesses 
and schools to close.
